The latest 'activities of Navajyoti Burman

1) On 11.1.41 the Executive Oommittpe of his 
Union condemned the dismissal of some workers and 
demanded increment in wages which was followed by the 
refusal of some 50 hands of the Oarpentry >>ptt. to 
accept their wages. This, however, was settled on the

With reference to my letter dated trie 6th. February 1942, I have 
the honour to remind you of what I explained to you on the 9th.Febru?iry last in 
presence of Deputy Commissioner of Police N. Calcutta. If I am not mistaken I said 
’’Please take charge of Pickettors and I will take charge of attendance.” After 
this the D.C. of Police North. Cal. gave an order accordingly and assured me in 
your presence that Police will take charge of Pickettors and ordered the G.C. 
Beliagh&ta P.S. to arrange for 40 Constables and four Jamadars to control the 
situation. 

But for reason better known to you, your goodseif not only recog- 
nised the pickettors by asking them to send their four representatives but also 
ignored the Union by failing to mention the Union then. The management of the 
Company said "The representative of the Union must be invited aa the Union is a 
recognised body arid has much hold over the employees." However, you allowed two 
representatives from the Union to be present in toe Conference. 

Or; the 14th. last when the Conference met, there was discussions 
when the question of War Bonus was recommended, but not the pay' for the strike 
period. If I remembered right 1 said "The Union can not and should not encourage 
goomdaiam, the pickettors obstructed the loyal workers with physical force, who 
then sought your help, which you declined, as such you are morally liable for 
the payment of wages for the strike period.” One of the representative of the 
pickettors then said "All the workers went on strike and no picketting was made." 
If 1 tun not wrong I said "Please look into the attendance of 2nd. February Monday 
which will show the number of workers actually attended after the assurance given 
by the A.L.C. to the Union as there was no picketting." Now, the pickettors insti 
gating the workers not to accept payment due. They also said that their action 
was approved by the labour Commissioner and if they create some troubles the 
Company would be compelled to grant an increment of 25$, and wages for the strike 
period. They show their last action did earn War Bonus which is actually not. > .
